On the attitude of the bulk. of the 
white republican vote hung the issue. 
The negroes practically al] went for 
the Patterson ticket. 

Negroes Solid for ' Patterson. 

The republican leaders, Newell San- 
derg and H. Clay Evans, entered the 
fight for the independents. The in- 
dorsement by the republican commit- 
tee of the independents was followed 
by a break in republican ranks, and 
the negro vote, it was alleged, was 
solidly for the regular ticket. Negroes 
were registered more freely than ever 
before, and they paid their poll taxes. 
The revolt in the republican ranks was 
led by Hon. Jesse Littleton, and many 
of the blacks followed him. 

Disastrous to Patterson. 

Enemies of Governor Patterson claim 
the result today will have disastrous 
effect on his political future. He is a 
candidate for reelection to third term, 
but as yet the opposition has not 
shown its hand as‘to whatusteps will 
be taken in puting out a ticket against 
him. 

In democratic congressional] prima- 
rfes in four districts incumbents wére 
renominated as follows: 

Lemuel Padgett; in the seventh dis- 
trict; T. W. Sims, in the eighth; Fin 
Garrett, in the ninth, and George W.

I said I 
saw no reason why the Indians should 
pay attorney’s fees in this instance at 
all, since the government by treaty 
already had disposed of the. land, and 
should give the Indians the full profit.

GORE TOLD BY BALLINGER

“A great many interests were at 
work in promoting contracts; the first 
I knew that former Senator Long was 
acting in behalf of McMurray was one 
day when I walked into the office of 
Secretary of the Interior Ballinger.

war fame. 

The Texas is the engine which con- 
federate soldiers used in the exciting 
chase which resulted in the recapture 
of the engine “General,”’ when the lat- 
ter was captured by Andrews’ raiders 
on the line of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad. It is now in the yards 
of the Western and Atlantic, and no 
effort is being made to preserve it. 

The resolution provides that the 
eommittee and the governor shall se- 
lect some suitable place where both 
engines may be preserved and kept on 
permanent exhibition. The “General”: 
is now in the depot at Chattanooga 
and is kept in good condition. 

The city council of Atlanta sub- 
mitted a communication to the house 
yesterday requesting that'the engine 
be turned over to the city, and stat- 
ing that it will be cared for and given 
a permanent location at Grant park 
without any expense to the state. It 
is very probable that such action will 
be taken.

August 4.-——(8pe- 
cial.)——-In the opening of a telegraph 
office in Swainsboro today this 
passes out of the old into a new epoch 
of itn history. Never has Swainsboro 
been supplied with a want that she 
was in greater need of than. when she 
was given this telegraph office and 
thus connected with the outside world. 

Why a town the size of Swainsboro 
should have been forced to remain so 
long without a telegraph office is al- 
most inexplicable, for !t was only 
about five years ago that she had even 
a telephone system, which in a meas- 
ure supplied the lack of telegraph fa- 
ellities. 

The first railroad built here was 
constructed by Jesse Thompson. being 
a line from here to Midville, with only 
a few trains daily, hence there was 
no real mecessity of a telegraph office 
in order to run the trains on this road

At present, under the constitution, country counties are limited 
to primary schools, even should they vote to tax themselves for a 
system of high schools. | 

The sober second thought of the senate convinced it of its error 
in enjoining the educational opportunities of the country child, 
while the city child enjoyed opportunities limited only by the public 
spirit of the community. 

To the last the opposition, steadily dwindling, rallied round the 
phrase that the enactment of such an obviously sane and just meas- 
ure “would be a burden on the poor counties.” 

The exact opposite is the truth. The brand of “statesmanship” 
that takes refuge is so palpable a subterfuge needs to be plainly 
indicated to the people of Georgia. 3 

The failure of this measure to pass would have made the poor 
counties poorer. 

Those advancing the contrary argument, whether consciously 
or through ignorance, would have placed the GENERAL ASSEM- 
BLY IN THE ATTITUDE OF DECREEING THAT THE 
CHILD OF THE RURAL COUNTIES SHALL HAVE ACCESS 
TO EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES NO HIGHER THAN 
THOSE OF THE PRIMARY GRADES, WHILE THE CHILD 
OF THE CITy NTIES CAN GO THROUGH A HIGH 
SCHOOL AN MUCH FURTHER AS WISDOM AND LIB- 
ERALITY 

Not ‘only that, but such a middle-ages attitude would have— 

Placed the white child of the rural counties at -an immeas- 
ureable handicap with the negro child of the city counties, 
who can go even now through high school courses and who, in 


(addition, has the doors of a dozen highly-endowed colleges open 


to his ambitions. | 

The close escape and its lesson ought to burn itself on the 
imagination of every Georgian with the power of thought. It is the 
spectacle of saphead statesmanship in its climax, daring to place 
an injunction upon the door of hope to the white child—ignoring 
the door of hope through which countless negroes will enter to gain 
equipment to surpass that white child. 

The state constitution, framed to meet the needs of several 
decades ago and not those of today, provides that rural counties 
cannot levy local taxation save for the “elementary branches of an 
English education.” 

But the constitution does permit towns and cities to levy a 
local tax and apply it as they see fit. As a result, the city and 
town counties have high school systems, and ample educational fa- 
cilities, limited only by the public spirit of the tax-payers. 


For years’this inequality has placed education in. rural Geor- | 


gia at a standstill, as compared with education in the towns and 
cities. As a consequence, thousands of ambitious parents have 
abandoned the country for the city, preferring to take the risk of 
indifferent livelihood there if they might place their children on an 
educational par with the children of other people. 

Also, a few counties, made desperate by relief denied, have gone 
ahead and in violation of the law applied the proceeds of local taxa- 
tion to those higher facilities demanded by community sentiment. 

The constitutional amendment introduced by Senator Mathews 
seeks to remove this inequality. It authorizes, but does not require, 
rural counties to impose and apply local taxation to any educa- 
tional purpose they see fit. 

The measure simply puts up to each rural county the’right to 


vote whether it shall scotch education or broaden education for its | 


children. The initiative is absolutely with the voters of each 
county. 

And this justice, long and indefensibly delayed, came near be- 
ing thwarted with the plea that it might impose a “burden on the 
poor counties!” 

Such fat-headed statesmanship in reality makes the poor coun- 
ties poorer; for by withholding the educational facilities granted to 
richer counties, the educational facilities that spell escape from 
poverty and mediocrity, the educational facilities without which 
parents and children alike abandon the country, it serves notice upon 
these rural counties that they must remain—poor! 

Statesmanship that is so dense as to place the white child of 
Georgia agga disadvantage with the negro, flagrantly misrepresents 
the sentiment of the great state of Georgia. 

Thank heaven for the ultimate triumph of the other variety!

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TFARS THAT WATER THE MURDER CROP. 


In apt coincidence with the folly of maudlin women in. crowd- 
ing the cell of Crippen, the alleged murderer, with flowers, comes 
this strong condemnation of such practices from Andrew D. White, 
which we quote from The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard: 

In: a letter published in ‘The Syracuse Post-Standard; ex-Embas- 
sador Andrew D. White speaks vigorously on the subject of ‘‘the 
ehicanery, pettifoggery and folly in the defense of criminals.’’ He 
says that ‘‘homicides have increased within fifteen years from 
2,000 a year to nearly 10,000, ‘placing us by far in the lead of all 
civilized nations in this respect,’’ and that there were capital .con- 
victions in only about seventy cases last year. ‘‘The immediate 
cause of the whole of this state of things, with constantly increased 
disrespect of law, is, in my opinion,’’ adds Dr. White, ‘‘a kind of 
sickly sentiment pervading the whole country on this subject, which, 
while it claims to be humanity, is really the greatest cruelty, in 
that it is mainly responsible for all these murders. It is on account 
of this mawkish sentiment that thousands of widows and orphans 
are in bereavement and poverty today.’’ 


Judge Maddox, at Rome, Ga.; the other day, and from the bench, 
declared that Floyd county needed a first-class hanging. He made. 
his remarks apropos of the failure of the jury to decree hanging on 
direct evidence of murder. Proceeding, he declared that it was 
such trifling with justice that caused more killings in six months, 
during the present era, than in six years when he occupied a judicial 
position twenty years ago. : 

Dr. White’s estimate of the effects of contempt of law and of 
chicken-heartedness in its administration, bears out the statements 
of Judge Maddox. Together they reflect a problem that is national. 
Only that Dr. White might h&ve indicated that while. Homicides 
have increased §00 per cent in fifteen years, the growth of popula- 
tion has been considerably less than 25 per cent. 3 

_ Oftener than otherwise, the universal reluctance to apply the 
capital penalty is given strength by the very weakness of the judicial 
procedure of which The Constitution has been complaining. 


For instance, if the criminal is able to retain a lawyer of average} 


shrewdness, the law abounds in loopholes and technicalities that 
may postpone or protract trials indefinitely. So that when the 
issue is finally stripped to its merits, it is easy to get the accused 
off with a nominal sentence by playing on the tear-ducts of the 
jury. : 

It is thus difficult to determine whether the conserving of the 
lives of murderers under a mawkish pretense at humanity, or the 
law which places society at a fearful disadvantage with the criminal, 
is mainly responsible for the steady growth of homicides in state 
and nation 

At least, the evil partnership can be dissolved if our congress 
and legislatures find enough courage to reform. the judicial proced- 
ure; and if Georgia, and other states similarly situated, find enough 
strength to beat down the constitutional kildees and'aim a body- 


biow at pistol-toting and like invitations to murder.

The majority report, as drawn up 
by Chairman Hooper Alexander, states 
all the facts that coyld be obtained, 
and recommends that, in view of the 
fact. that so much feeling has arisen 
regarding the matter, and that the 
purchase has stirred up so much par- 
tisanship over Georgia, that the entire 
project be dropped for the time being; 
that it be considered by a future legis- 
lature as an entirely original proposi- 
tion, when all of this feeling and 
partisanship have died away. 

The minority report, which will 
probably be introduced by Represent- 
ative Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, will state 
that the governor act upon the ad- 
vice of the attorney general in turn- 
ing down the proposition~to purchase 
the lands; that his refusal has not in- 
jured the state when ft comes to 
again considering the buying of land 
in that territory near Chattanooga; 
and will introduce a resolution pro- 
viding that a commission, consisting 
of three members of the house and 
two from the senate, be appointed to 
make an investigation of all the tracts 
during vacation; that an expert be 
employed to aid them in looking over 
these lands, and that they report to 
the next legislature their findings, and 
recommend a tract that should be pur- 
chased, 


Agree That It Is a Serious Question. 


All of the members present at the 
committee meeting declared that this 


| ts such a serious question, of such a 
. vital importance to Georgia, that par- 


tisanship should not enter into it at all. 
When Governor Brow'n's message to 


the legislature stating why he did not 


purchase the Latimore-Vinson-Watkins 
tract was read and considered, e 
house adopted a resolution instr ting 
the Western and Atlantic committee 
to make an investigation into all the 


facts relating to the land and to the 


Statements made in 
message. 

The committee went to Chattanooga. 
It looked over the Latimore-Vinson- 
Watkins tracts, also the H. Clay Evans 
tract, which the governor thought to 
be a more suitable Site, and then in- 
structed the chairman to prepare a re- 
port. This is the report of Mr. Alex- 
ander. 

Are Wholly Inadequate. 

It states that the present terminals 
of the road at Chattanooga are wholly 
inadequate, and that unless the state 
purchases some tract outside of Chat- 
tanooga in the near future, when the 
present lease expires, that the road 


‘will be ata great disadvaniage. 


The report states 
probability of excessive charges for 
land in that section in the near fu- 
ture in case these tracts are not pur- 
chased, but if there should seem to be, 
that it would be better for the state to 
make the investment while the lands 
are cheap. 

It says the governor has been mis- 
informed when he says the land lies 
below the track level; thatit is higher. 

It says the committee examined the 
tract (H. Clay Evans land) recom- 
mended by the governor, and cannot 
recommend it, as it varies considerably 
in level, and is low, and is wholly un- 
available, because it is cutt off by the 
right-of-way of another road. 

he report says that the Allen tract, 
which is located at Boyce station, is 
more desirable than either of the 
tracts referred to above. 

Why It Didn’t Recommend. 

It winds up by declaring that the 
committee would recommend the pur- 
chase of the Latimore-Vinson-Wat- 
kins tracts but for the fact that the 
governor said in his méssage he would 
have vetoed the bill providing for the 
purchase, and but for the fact that 
were no funds in the treasury to 
buy it. 

The conclusion of the report is thai 
there should be no criticism in the 
matter; that the entire matter should 
be left to a future legislature, when 
all partisanship and feeling have died 
out. eee 
While many of the members of the 
committee expressed themselves as

He made a 
grand-stand play of his $25 contribu- 
tion the Bryan campaign fund, but I 
do not recall that he helped the flood 
sufferers, though he may >have done 
so.

Great Friendship for Catholics. 


“My own daughter was sent to the 
Catholic convent school at Washing- 
ton, Wilkes county. For years after 
she was there the sisters would write 
me friendly notes occasionally, mani- 
festing the keenest interest in me and 


my work. 
“When Catholic 

, Ga., was rebuilt, or repaired, I 
forget\ which, one of ‘the good ladies 
of that beautiful little city, Mrs. Ken- 
drick, ‘wrote me’asking for a donation. 
Although I was not the. least bit flush 
of money, I promptly sent the contri- 
bution. 

“The late Colonel James R. Ran- 
dali was oné of my warmest, closest 
friends.

He wrote me afterward that my in- 
dignant denunciation of this neglect of 
the author of one of the world’s great- 
est battle hymns had the desired ef- 
fect.

from New Orleans, wher e had been 
at work for The Morning ‘tar. 
“After mentioning some ot mat - 


ters he wrote ‘Next month I go to 
Maryland as the guest of honor on 
“Maryland day.” I will have one day 
at least for glorification after many 
years of neglect tn my native state, 
but how I shall be treated afterward 
I cannot say. At any rate I have 
fared better than Poe.’ That reference 
to Edgar Poe has the note of pathos 
in it. It is a lamentable act that the 
southern people have' been shamefully 
neglectful of the literary genius of 
the southern men and women. 


Colonel Randall’ Was Ever Grateful. 


“Colonel. Randall then refers to my 
allusion to Him in ‘Bethany’ as having 
caused what Byron called late remorse 
of lowa. 

“When I was in the habit of going 
to Augusta thirty years ago I never 
failed to look up, my friend Jim 
Burke, to have a friendly word with 
him. I can see his friendly smile as I 
write this sentence. 

“Shortly before Mr. Horkan died my 

personal interest and insistence in a 
certain matter saved him a consider- 
able sum of money. I charged him 
nothing, and was well rewarded by 
hearty thanks. His daughter has been 
like a sister to me. The lady is a 
very devout Catholic. She has beeu 
associated wit® us in our 
household, both in Georgia and Flor- 
ida, and she will tell you that her 
religion never made the slighest di?- 
ference with us in our personal rela: 
tions with her. 
. "Even now there is incarcerated in 
a certain institution of this state a 
young Catholic lady whom I believe 
to be no more demented than I am.

They displayed the utmost 
good sense and artistic taste in 
choosing selections which were suit- 
ed to their voices. characteristic negro 
melodies and a few songs of similar 
harmony, and the plaintive note, which 
the race as a whole possesses. was 
brought into marked prominence in 
their singing. 

Geod Attendance. 

The violin solos by Douglas and the 
piano accompaniment by his wife were 
well executed, and they received, as 
did all who took part in the program, 
an enthuiastic encore. H. T. Burleigh 
gang well, though one could not help 
regretting that simpler songs had not 
been chosen.

Council of New York =~ This: 


Is Another Chapter in Row’ 
Over Management of the Old: 


Women’s Home. 


Following the notification from Miss 
Kate C. Hall, state secretary of the 
King’s Daughters, that the executive 
board of Georgia had disbanded the 
Gordon Circle, after hearing the charges 
of mismanagement and cruelty made 
by the Georgia Libbey Circle, against 
Mrs. 8. J. Purtell, leader of the Gordon 
Circle, and manager of the Home for 
Old Women, the Gordon Circle held an 


‘indignation meeting at Mrs. Purtell’s 


home on East Alexander street, and 
passed a resolution refusing to recoc- 
nize the decision of the state board 
and outlining their plans for the fu- 
ture, in part. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“It is hereby resolved, That the Gor- 
don Circle of King’s Daughters and 
Sons, of Atlanta, having read the of- 
ficial communication from Miss Kate C. 
Hall, state secretary, and from the ex- 
ecutive board of Georgia, informing the. 
Gordon Circle that it is disbanded and 
debarred from the King’s Daughters of 
Georgia, hereby refuseg to recognize 
the justice of the decision, believing 
that Miss Hall, who made a partial 
investigation of the matter, has been 
unduly influenced by the attentions and 
representations of the members of the 
Georgia Libbey Circle. 


Will Make An Appeal. 

“Be it further resolved, That 
inasmuch as Miss Hall and her 
board arrived at their decision 
without having allowed the Gor- 
don Circle the privilege of conclud- 
ing the refutation of charges preferred 
in malice against these leaders, that the 
Gordon Circle hereby declines to pre- 
sent further testimony to Miss Hail or 
the state board: but shall itself lay the 
entire matter, the charges as officially 
reported by an unbiased stenographer, 
and the reply of the Gordon Circle in 
the form of affidavits, before the cen- 
tral council of New York, in the hope 
that an unprejudiced body will refuse 
to sustain the action of the state board 
in disbanding the Gordon Circle. 

“Be it further resolved, Though 
the Gordon Circle, being organiz- 
ed as a religious body, hereto- 
fore has sought to withhold any 
legal action whatsoever in the matter, 
that it shall now engage a competent 
attorney to take charge of thé further

The remainder of the meeting was 
taken up with an open discussion of 
the situation, the Gordon Circle ex- 
pressing the utmost surprise at hav- 
ing received the notice of their dis- 
bandmeént, as they had expected. to 
meet with Miss Hall Thursday—after- 
noon to present further refutation of 
the charges against Mrs. Purtell. 

J. H. Dodgen, attorney for the Geor- 
gia Libbey Circle, stated Thursday that 
a bill to. abolish the charter of the 
Home For Old Women would be filed 
in the courts in a few days, the pre- 
liminary step of disqualifyng the Gor- 
don Circle as King’s Daughters having 
been accomplshed, and opening afford- 
ed for the Georgia Libbey Circie to at- 
tempt to secure possession of the 
home in the name of the King’s 
Daughters. 

Mrs. Purtell and the Gordon Circle 
say that they will fight such a move 
to the utmost limit. 3

Mrs. Purtell Makes Statement. 


To the Public: 

In regard to the astonishing letter 
from Miss Kate Hall and the “executive 
board”’ of the state organization of the 
King’s Daughters, which I have re- 
ceived today, I have thought proper to 
give this letter to the newspapers that 
it may speak for itself, and in con- 
nection with it, I wish the people of 
this city to know some facts which will 
be of interest.

I cannot describe the shock of this 
outrage. I looked at least for intel- 
ligence, if not for justice. Once, hear- 
ing the incessant chatter of “Christian 


duty” and of charges brought “in His. 


name,” I looked for justice, because I 
thought, as I do now, that justice was 
a Christian virtue, and that the ex- 
perts on all of the Christian virtues 
who instigated these charges, would 
surely permit one single atom of jus- 
tice to enter into the proceedings. 
But they did not. 
ear to every whisper of justice. They 
were there to persecute and mortify 
Mrs. Purtell, and nothing should deter 
them. But, I leave it to any fair- 
minded person, whether anything in 
this world is more distressing than 
hypocrisy—particularly that hypocrisy 
which works injustice and wrong in 
the name of “Christian duty” and “in 
His name.” It ig surely true, that the 
Christian virtues are, like beauty,. of- 
ten only skin deep. If I thought that 
these persons were true examples and 
exponents of the Christian virtues, I 
would hasten to abandon all Chris- 
tian pretensions. But they are not. 
They are so only in their own out- 
ward appearance, not so even in their 
own minds and consciences. 

Permit me to say to a sensation-lov- 
ing public that this affair is not closed. 
It has just begun. The main per- 
formance is yet to come. I am tired 
of the false attitude that 
thrust upon me and I am 
throw it off. It is my 
duty.” 3
